Wallace may be healthy enough 
to run for the Presidency, he to 
not healthy enough to do the job 
if elected. 


The very currency of this ar-'\ 


giimeat is Itself a testimony to 
Wallace's political strength. 
, I do not think that Wallace is 
'going to be elected President, 
but we may have three or even 
four significant candidates In 
ItJt, and so predictions are 
meaningless. Furthermore. I do 
not beUev* that Wallace thinks 
of himself, anally, as becoming 
President. 
Rather, 
he 


represent the people on a whole 
range of Issues where the major 
parties and the regular poli- 
ticians have defaulted. He wiu 
keep their feet to the fire. 


Nevertheless, the health issue 


ought to be faced. 


Not many readers of' this 


column could have survived, let 
alone continued to function, 
after absorbing the punishment 
meted out to Wallace during the 
last three years, I provide a 
short catalog.
